CY ISOLATED, 
TWO KILLED BY 
BG EXPLOSION 


Two Boilers Blow Up in Power 
House of Vincennes 
Paper Mill. 





Special to the Post-Dispaten, 

VINCENNES, Ind., July 30.—The ex- 
plosion of two big boilers of a battery 
of eight in the Vincennes Paper Man- 
ufacturing Co! at 8 o'clock _this morn- 
ing killed two employes of the mills, 
injured over twenty-five others and for 
four hours blocked the main line of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Southwestern Rail- 
road, which passes close to the boiler 
house. 

For over an hour all telegraphic com- 
munication with Vincennes was shut 
off because of the, destruction of the 
wires, which parallel the railroad 
tracks. 

The dead are Harry Borders, aged 60, 
and Lafe Lichty, aged 35, the former 
being master mechanic of the plant and 
the latter a fireman. 

Charles Collins, a helper, was dan- 
gerously injured. He was blown 
through the air for 50 feet. 

The boiler room, which is located 
about 100 feet from the main buflding, 
was completely wrecked. 


Harrison Mansion Damaged. 

- The famous Harrison mansion, about 
100 yards from the plant, the home of 
President William Henry Harrison 
when he was Governor of the North- 
west Territory, was badly damaged. 
Every window in it was shattered. Sev- 
eral other residences were also’ dam- 
aged. 

The mil] has been installing new boil- 
ers to replace some that have been 
showing wear. The boilers that ex- 

ploded were old ones. Tn mill 
was located on the north side of the 
railroad right of way. some distance} 
from the boiler house, and was dam- 
aged by fiying debris, and most of the 
glass in its windows wag broken. | 

The mill employs 30 workers, a num- 
ber of them women.’ The detonation 
of the explosion created a panic. All 
of the employes crowded to the open 
air by the shortest possible route. 

A passenger train on the B. & O. 
Railroad had passed only a few mo- 
ments before the explosion occurred. 
The brick walls of the boiler. house 
were blown .over the tracks, burying 
them completely. 

The debris from the boiler house 
spread over a considerable area, injur- 
ing versons remote from the scene of 
the explosion. 

Two Men Missing. 

Two men, whose names cannot be 
learned, are supposed to be in the ruins, 
and it will be tomorrow before the de- 
bris can be cleared away to ascertain 
whether this supposition {is correct. The 
men were secn standing in the doorway

Testimony obtained by Circuit Attor- 
ney Sager Monday in the suit to dissolve 
the Merchants’ Ice and Coal Co. and 
the Polar Wave Ice and Fuel Co., on 
the ground that they have violated the 
anti-trust laws of Missouri, developed 
the fact that a meeting was held in 
May at the offices of the Polar Wave 
company for the purpose of raising the 
wholesale price of ice from $3 to $4 per 
ton: 

Further, according to the testirnony 
of Theodore W. Mertens, a so-called in- 
dependent ice dealer, who is also a 
stockholder in the Heidbreder Ice Co., 
it was announced at a meeting that the 
various ice companies would do better 
if they kept their solicitors out of each 
other’s territory. 

R. A. Heist,.manager of the Delmar 
avenue branch of the Polar Wave Ice 
Co., said on direct examination that his 
company had not been annoyed by un- 
dergelling on the part of competitors. 
His district, he testified, is bounded by 
Taylor, Union, Fairmount and Mary- 
land avenues. 

On cross-examination, Heist said that 
the Mertens Ice Co. had made a slight 
cut in the price of ice this year, causing 
him to lose three or four valued cus- 


tomers. 
Never Made Any Money. 


34 years. 
“To my Knowledge,’ said he. ‘the 
price of ie has néver been very high, 
certainly not extortionate. I haven't 
made any money out of the business. in 
fact, I have just about broken even.’ 
Referring to the conference at ye 
Polar Wave Co. office, Mr. Merte 


“When we were preparing for this 
year’s trade I found that we could not 
make money selling ice at $3 a ton. That 
was owing chiefly to the fact that it cost , 
us nearly that much to keep the ice in,

“IT went down to the Polar Wave of- 
fice to talk over the matter with I. C. 
Muckermann. I also met there Mr. 
Ashdown of the Merchants’ Ice and 
Coal Co. 

“After calling the attention of these 

entlemen to the low prices prevailing 

or ice, I informed them that Hannibal 
Bros. and other companies were willing 
to advance the price to $4 a ton. 

‘No objection was offered to my sug- 
gestion and I raised the price accord- 
ingly. 

Muckermann Laughed. 


“But the Polar Wave didn’t increase 
the price, s0 we were soon compelled 
to go back to the old rates. 

“There was no agreement as to any 
certain price we were to charge for ice. 

“The matter of competition came up, 
and I\ said that I thought we ought to 
stop sending solicitors into each other's 
territory. 

“Mr. Muckermann just 
me.”’ 

Mr. Mertens heard of a meeting of 
ice dealers in March, but did not at- 
tend it. 

“After that meeting I was told,’’ said 
Mr. Mertens, “that the larger dealers 
had decided to charge 40 cents a hun- 
dred for ice to the small consumers.’

Everly and Mrs. Beach left St. Louis 
Aug. 10, 1904, on the steamer City of 
Memphis. Mrs. Kverly was not of the 
party. Mrs. Beach was accompanied by 
her sister, Miss M. Stewart and occu- 


pied stateroom 18. Everly was the 
guest.of Ed Pell, at that time one of 
the pilots on the City of Memphis, and 
now on the City of Savannah, both 
boats being of the fieet of the St. Louis 
& ‘Tennessee River Packet Coa,

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AN OVERWORKED MONARCH. 

The strenuous, feverish life of the King of Great 
Britain is a rebuke to other rulers as well as busi- 
ness men who often lose touch with their duties for 
the sake of a golf game or a quiet snooze overtime 
in the morning. 

The King traveled north on Tuesday to Alnwick. 
On the way he stopped and “opened” a new high 
level bridge at Gateshead. On Wednesday he visited 
Newcastle and replied to an address of welcome. 
He was so pleased that he announced that the May- 
or of Newcastle should henceforth be Lord Mayor. 
Then he “opened” a new college.. Next day he opened 
the Royal Victoria Infirmary and unveiled a statue 
of Queen Victoria. In the afternoon Alderman Bates 
Ellis was knighted by His Majesty. He is now Sir 
Bates and is supposed to be at least six inches taller 
than before the King tapped him on the shoulder 
with a drawn sword and bade him rise Sir Bates. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s opinion upon these terrifie activ- 
ities would be interesting. It is said that our Pres- 
ident is suffering from fatigue after his great labors 
of the past few years, but what would happen to 
him if he had Edward’s burdens to carry. The 
cares of state are never light, but England’s King 
seems to have more than his share of them. Not 
even the Czar has to make so many motions dodging 
bombs as dces Edward opening bridges and hospitals, 
making replies to dull welcomes and raising alder- 
men to knightly dignity. 

Mr. Roosevelt should rejoice and be glad. He is 
the preacher of strenuous life, but if he had to 
practice if like his great and gootl friend of England, 
who opens things, he wouldn’t last long.

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WOMEN AND MAGAZINE FICTION. 

“There ate niné short stories in the August num- 
ber of Harper’s Magazine. -Five of them were writ- 
ten by women. Four of the other contributions also 
were by women. Mere man fares a little better in 
the: fiction of the August. Scribner’s, for out of the 
seven stories and installments of stories he scored 
four, a clear majority of one. 

The eternal feminine and the infernal masculine 

divide the fiction of the August McClure’s, in which 
there are eight stories, four by men and four by 
women. But in the August Century the gentler sex 
leads by an overwhelming majority, having five out 
of six stories. 
Out of the 30 stories in the August editions of 
these four magazines women have 17, or more than 
50 per cent. Men fare a little better with verse 
than with fiction. While a woman was the author 
of the only poem in McClure’s, the four poems in. 
Scribner’s were all written by men. The Century’s 
verse is equally divided as to the sex of the writers, 
two men and two women. This equal balance is 
also maintained by Harper’s. Out of 13 contribu- 
tions of verse to these four magazines women were 
responsible for five and men for eight. Man would 
still appear to have some slight advantage in the 
matter of wooing the muse. This is to be the order 
at least until the muse insists on being emancipated 
and becomes a guffragettc. 

No magazine is likely to achieve great pecuniary 
suecess unless it can make a convincing appeal to 
female readers. Every publisher of books knows 
that the six best sellers depend for their popularity 
almost solely upon feminine favor. In the case of 
the magazines the need of appealing to women is 
even stronger. But how long will it be before the 
magazines which are now edited chiefly for women 
will be written chiefly by women? 

That foreign packing houses are as bad as our own 
is another item for vegetarian tracts. 
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THE SLIDING SCALE OF SCIENCE. 

Of the two eminent specialists, one in Chicago and 
the other in New York, who attended the late Mar- 
shall Field in his last illness, one is reported to have 
collected a bill of $25,000 already, while the other is 
now attempting to collect a like respectable sum 
from the Field estate.

Miller’s Recent Achievement 
Recalls Fact That Garrison

MORE THAN $70,000,000? 





Financier Worth That Amount 
Ten Years Ago on Own 
Statement.

,Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 30.—While most of 
the nephews and nieces of Russell 
Sage are satisfied with their $26,000 lega- 
cles, there are at least two who are 
making ready for a contest of the will, 
and one of these is Mrs. Mary Elizabeth 
Geer of 102 Waverly place, this city. 
She has been at Troy since the burial 
of Mr. Sage in the Oakwood Cemetery. 
Mrs. Geer is mother-in-law of A. Welles 
Stump, a lawyer, who, while acting as 
Mrs. Geer's counsel, declines to say pos- 
itively that a contest is contemplated. 
Notwithstanding Mr. Stump’s non-com- 
mittal attitude. it is known beyond a 
reasonabie doubt that not only is the will 
to be contested, but that an intimation 
of such action had been given four or 
five months before Mr. Sage’s death, 
and that this led to his bringing De 
Lancey Nicoll into the case. 

One of the advisers of 4 relative who 
has professed to be satisfied with the 
will saig@ this morning: 

“There is a great deal about Mr. Sage 
and his property which has not yet been 
told. -In the first place, the estimate 
of the value of the estate is far out of 
the way, and Mr. Sage’s own word is 
authority for that statement. At least 
ten years ago he informed one of his 
relatives in Troy that he was worth 
$70,v00,000 and upward. This may seem 
Strange, in view of his well-known 
secretiveness, but it is true neverthe- 
less, and it will become known public- 
ly at the proper time. It has no espe- 
cial bearing in the matter of a contest; 
but is of interest to know there is 
one relative in whom sufficient confi- 
dence was reposed to entrust him with 
such knowledge. 

“Mr. Sage himself expected a contest. 
He was tvo shrewd to deceive himself 
into the belief that, no matter what 
legal talent he employed to draw up a 
will, the temptation to get part of his 
millions would be too great to be re- 
Bisted. Mr. Goodwin is credited with 
writing the will, but I do not think 
that Judge Dillon will deny that he 
was consulted before the signature was 
attached and that he may have ap- 
proved of the selection of Mr. Munn 
and Mr. Osborne as executors. 

‘There is not the slightest doubt, but 
they were selected because they s- 
sessed qualities ef stubborn determina- 
tion which endeared them to Mr. Sage. 
You could not move Dr. Munn with a 
derrick, once his mind is made up. He 
is a fighter to a finish. He does not 
believe in compromises. He takes a 
position and holds it until he is driven 
off, or drives off the assaulting force, 
and the same is true of Osborne. 

‘Mr. Sage never believed in surren- 
der. He demonstrated that in the case 
of William R. Laidlaw, who saved him 
from death. The same spirit will ani- 
mate his executors. Dr. Munn and Mr. 
Osborne will be considerate of Mrs. 
Suge and will accede to all her wishes 
until they believe different from her 
view—that imposition is being attempt- 
ed. Then they will fight, regardless of 
time or expense, just as Mr. Sage him- 
self would have ought. «

Should Wear Socks Too, But 
They're Dreadfully Hard 
to “Keep Up.”

CHICAGO, July 30.—Should women 
wear socks? Yes. Corsets? No. Union 
Suits? Alwarss. Tight dresses, high 
heels, small shoes? Never. 

Thus did Chicago club women and so- 
ciety women today agree with Dr. Abby 
Shaw Mayhew, dean of women and as- 
sistant professor of physical training at 
the University of Wisconsin. 

Mrs. James H. Channon of the Vir- 
ginia Hotel and a Social leader of the 
North Side. declared the idea of wear- 
ing ‘‘socks’’ extreme. 

“What would a/woman do on a windy 


day?’’ she asked. “As to corsets, few 
women wear them who do not need 
them, They are absolute necessit.es, 
with most of us.”’ 

‘Dr. Frances Dickinson, a noted wom- 
an physician, said: 

“I wear socks in warm weather, but 
I find it difficult to keep them up. l 
tried a round garter, but it fell: down 
around my ankles. Now I am wearing 
men’s garters, and they are all right.’’ 

Here are some of the dress reforms 
which Miss Mayhew advocates in her 
remarkable lecture: 

“Wear round garters ; 
knee and roll the top of the stockings 
around them. 

“There are four points of the body 
which women restrict more or less. 
These are the neck, waist, the knees 
and the feet. 

“Tu free the waist we must discard 
corsets and bands.

FAST TRAIN RUNS 
INTO A LANDSLIDE 


Two Killed and Dozen Injured 
in Coilision Near New- 
burgh, N, Y. 


NEWBURGH, N. Y., July 30.—The 
wrecking crew this morning cleared 
the debris of the wreck of the New 
York Central's express which ran intwv 
a landslide one mile south of New 
Hamburg at 11:30 last night, resulting 
in the death of Edward Wells, the en- 
gineer. of Albany, and Edward War- 


ren. fireman, of New York, and inju- 
ries to about a dozen passengers, none 
of which will prove fatal. There are 
three tracks at the point where the 
accident occurred, but they are all torn 
up or badly twisted for a hundred feet 
or more. 

The wreck was the worst that has 
occurred in the Hudson River division 
since the New York tunnel disaster. It 
seems miraculous that there were no 
casualties or serious injuries among the 
passengers. especially with regard to 
the 20 or more men who were in the 
combination Smoking and baggage car 
when the locomotive turned over, after 
plowing for 40 feet Into the great heap 
of gravel which had fallen down upon 
the track, shooting upward and then, 
turning almost at right angles, ao" 
ing with a crash across all three 
tracks. 

Joseph Shine of Poughkeepsie, who 
was in the forward part of the smoker, 
felt the floor knocked out from under 
him and as ‘the car landed, without 
turnine over. he was dropped into the 
river and swam ashore, uninjured

WASHINGTON, July 30.—The Repub- 
lican and Democratic congressional 
campaign committees are both hard 
pressed for funds with which to con- 
duct the routine work incident to prep- 
aration for the autumn elections.

FIGHT RAILWAYS 


Accuse Allied Systems of Being 








iu ‘‘Cahoots” With 
Scalpers, 


OMAHA, Neb., July 30.—Omaha and 
Lincoln ticket brokers are putting up 


a vigorous fight against the allied rail- 
roads which are seeking a Federal in- 
junction to restrain them from dealing 
in transferrable tickets. 

Seventy affidavits have been filed in 
Federal court in which the roads are 
charged with being themselves engaged 
in unlawful pursuits. The affidavits al- 
lege that the railroads are not now in 
a position to ask for relief by injunc- 
tion, as they have allowed scalping to 
go on for 30 years without complaint; 
that the railroads themselves conspired 
with the ticket brokers to carry on 
the business: and that the roads are 
now members of an unlawful combina- 
tion—the Western Passenver Associa- 
tion. 

It is alleged that the roads have had 
brokers clandestinely sell their tickets 
at cut rates for the purpose of getting 
business, and that they have even fur- 
hnished the railroad stamps to brokers 
and have aided them in other ways in 
selling cut-rate tickets. In the affida- 
vits concerning the Western Passenger 
Association it is alleged that its busi- 
ness is the arrangement of pool rates 
in the passenger business, and as such 
it is illegal.

ANGLESEA, N. J. July 
yachts, loaded with Sunday fishermen, 
were overturned on Hereford Inlet bur 
by sudden gusts of wind as they came 
in from the fishing banks yesterday, 
and eight persons, all from Philadel- 
phia and its vicinity, lost their lives. 

The boats were the sloop yacht Nora, 
which had on board Capt. Herbert Shiv- 
ers, his mate and 30 passengers, and 
the sloop Alvin B., owncd by E. L. Hall- 
man, a lawyer of Pottsville, Pa., which 
carried a party of 12 of his friends. 
Seven were lost from the Nora and one 
from the Alvin B. 

Lifesavers’ Good Work. 

That not more fell victims to the 
rough seas was due to the heroism of 
Capt. Henry 8S. Ludlow of the Here- 
ford Inlet Government Life Station, and 
a crew of five men. * 

The dead are: Frederick Fishcock Sr., 
Philadelphia: Herbert Hammell, Lans- 
dale, Pa.; Walter Snyder, Philadelphia; 
John Fogarty, Haverford, Pa.; J. Star- 
key, Philadelphia; Jerry Donohue, Phil- 
adelphia, and an unidentified man, 

Samuel Lodner, Woodbury, N. J., 
missing. 


Just as the Nora was about to g0 
over it, a heavy squall struck her. As 
the craft heeled over she was hit by a 
huge wave, and turned completely over, 
throwing the 32 occupants into the sea. 
As the yacht turned over the mast 
snapped off short. 

After hanging to the yacht for near- 
ly an hour; a Government lifeboat, 
commanded by Capt. Henry 8. Ludlam 
of the Hereford Inlet LAfe-Saving Sta- 
tion, came to the rescue. 

‘The rescue was perilous, as the rough 
sea was pounding the lifeboat against 
the keel of the yacht. The eighteen 
survivors were transferred: to the sloop 
yacht Violet and taken ashore. 

The second yacht capsized soon after 
the survivors of the Nora were brought 
ashore. The Alvin B. was seen to over- 
turn about a mile above the place where 
the Nora went over. 

There were several boats in the vicin- 
ity at the time, and all but one person 
were saved.

The 
waiter said he didn’t know whether the 
management was afraid to lift the lid 
while the Big Chief was there or not. 
It was a noticeable fact, though, that 
as soon as Kiely took a car for home 
the lid was taken off. 

It popped first down on the lake shore, 
The scenic railway was crowded all aft- 
ernoon, taking picnic parties and 
throngs of young and old folks down to 
the lake. , 

When the first stein—that’s the only 
way it was served, a_ bottle.of beer 
poured into a stein at 15 cents—made its 
debut in the pavillion down below, there 
was a mighty rush for tables. Soon the 
waiters were busy. 

Nothing but beer in steins was sold, 
but there was no attempt to conceal 
the sale of the beer. 

A few minutes after the lid went off 
down below the Battle of the Steins 
was commenced at the pavilion above. 
There was no let-up. The sale continued 
until the last car left for the city.

The lid had a wider range in St. Louis 
territory Sunday than the oldest in- 
habitant can recall. St. Louis County 
was dry almost everywhere, except at 
Creve Coeur Lake and Meramec High- 
lands. East St. Louis enforced the law 
and in St. Louis there was nothing do- 
ing, comparatively.

Belleville did a land office business 
and it is estimated that 5000 persons 
traveled the long distance to. satisfy 
their appetites. Mayor Kern says the 
lid will never go on in that city if he 
can help it. 

“fly Mo that! the strict lid instruc- 
tions of last week would add to the pop- 
ularity of the thirst parlors at Edge- 
mont, four extra cars were put on the 
Belleville line to run only to the foot 
of the bluffs. They were crowded all 
the afternoon and evening and several 
thousand people partook of the hospital- 
ity of the little oasis during the day. It 
was a good-natured crowd, no arrests 
being made and but two “rows” being 
reported to Deputy Sheriff Traband.
